L O V E STR O N G E R TH A N DUTY. 


D ea th o f a M an W h o H ad B e en a D e­ 
v oted M onk an d a B rave S old ier. 
A namosa (la ), August 
lith .—Robert 
Healv, an old and well-known citizen ot 
this county, died last night at his home 
here, aged 80 years. The deceased was a 
native of W aterford, Ireland. 
H e received 
a classical education iu the old country, 
entered the Catholic priesthood on attain­ 
ing his majority, and aoon after joined the 
Order of Trappists. 
In 1S45 he came to 
America in company with the m onks who 
built the fatnons monastery at New Mel- 
leray, Ia. 
Healy was one of the leaders of 
this band, and m aintained his connection 
w ith it until in 1SÓ9. when he fell violently 
in love with a beautiful young ladv who 
lived near the monastery and whom he was 
in the habit of meeting clandestinely from 
tim e to time. The two became so deeplv 
enamored of each other that Healy finally 
broke the vows of life long celibacy, for 
which act he was expelled from the Order 
and excomm unicated from the Catholic 
Church. 
H e became morose and hypochondri­ 
acal, which resulted in partial dementia 
before bis death. 
In the civil war he en­ 
tered on the Union side and was one of the 
bravest soldiers in the heroic Thirty-first 
Iowa Infantry, receiving several wounds, 
for which he drew a pension from the Gov­ 
ernm ent. A few years ago his wife and 
two deughters removed to California, where 
they are now living. 


“JA M E S, T H E K ID .”

TI:is D a n g ero u s Pest is N ot to tie F o u n d 
a t L os Angeles. 
Los Angeles, August 11th.—The orchard- 
ists of Los Angeles county for some tim e 
have been m uch disturbed by reports cir­ 
culated to th e effect that that dreaded pest, 
tbe curculio, had been im ported into the 
State, and was at work in Sacramento and 
this cou’nty. George Rice, of the State 
Board ot H orticulture, was at once detailed 
to come here and investigate the matter. 
H e arrived here on Monday last, and has, 
as a result of his investigation, relieved the 
southern part of the State from the appre­ 
hension from haviDg the m ost dreaded of 
ail pests. 
Mr. Rice obtained from County Inspector 
George Compereinformation which led him 
to the discovery that the whole story orig­ 
inated from the m istake of a gentleman 
from the north who was recently here in­ 
specting orchards. 
This man visited a 
nursery in this city and was shown a beetle 
on some plants which appeared to be injur­ 
ing them, and which was at once desig­ 
nated as tbe curculio. The story at once 
spread, and the country papers throughout 
the State gave it wide publicity. 
Mr. Rice, on inspection, found that this 
beetle was tbe Fuller rose beetle, or, as 
t ehnieally called, A ;am 'gnsF ulleii, which 
is harm less to trees and fruit. The whole 
force of country horticultural inspectors 
has beeu unable to find any trace of the 
curculio, and experts are satisfied that the 
whole story grew out of the m istake of the 
visitor from the north. 
The investigation at Sacramento had the 
same result. The curculio has no foothold 
in this State.

drops the sleepers pillow about a foot anti 
turns him out.”— Boston Traveler.

W ashington, August U th.—The W ar 
Departiqpnt officials are greatly exercised 
over the num ber of desertions ¡rom the 
arm y, and especially as it is increasing ev­ 
ery year. 
During the six m onths ending 
June 30th last the records show an increase 
of 135 over the nninber reported for the 
corresponding period last year. 
For the 
past six m onths of the pre-ent year there 
were 1 467 desertions against 1 209 for the 
same period in 1888. Fully aeven-e-iglithsof 
the desertions took place during the first 
year of the enlistm ent. The im portance of 
these figures is a: predated by Cent ral 
Schofield and A djti'ant General K elton, 
each of whom have given the subject m uch 
thought and discussion ¡ately. Some ¡dan 
of action which wiil look toward a modifi­ 
cation of the existing atticlesof war will 
receive their earnest advocacy, and bo pre­ 
sented to Congress. 
The numerous do er- 
•ions, especially from larger arm y pt*. s, are 
a source of much anxiety to tbe officiate, and 
they will strike at ‘.he source of the evil if 
sncb a thing is possible. 
Quite a num ber of the officers thought 
one of the best ways to break up the drser- 
tien in the arm y would be to put a stop to 
soldiers doing soiuueh ex:r.t work. 
W hen 
a m a n enters the arm ? he expects to be­ 
come a soldier. 
W hen lie finds that ia 
addition to the duty of a soldier he has to 
do all the work around the garrison and 
officers' quarters, the soldier feeling dies 
out and lie desc-rts at the very first oppor­ 
tunity, generally in the first year. 
The de­ 
crease in the num ber of usciesv K iS now 
prevalent at tire arm y posts will also, it is 
said, result in fewer desertions.

Muldoon, the wrestler, who, by the suc­ 
cessful underhold he got upon Sullivan’s 
stomach, won lroru J . II. Stallard, M. I>. 
th e title of “Dr. Muldoon,” lias broken 
forth in anger: 
They call us brutes and do not w ant us to 
give exhibitions lest we dem oralize th eir cigar­ 
ette-sucking, dw arfy, puny offspring ! We, who 
w ould tench them an exercise beneficial to 
body and m ind i We would abolish th eir cigar­ 
ettes and develop th eir puny bodies, yet we arc 
brutes and our sparring exhibitions are brutish 
displays an d should be stopped. 
W e regret sincerely that the new “Doc­ 
tor” has lost his tem per and descended to 
th e level of vituperation, for there is no 
strength in it. 
Now, as a m atter of verity 
no one has called Muldoon or athletes or 
self-respecting 
boxers “brutes,” or has 
spoken of their displays as “ brutish.” 
No oue lias had a word but the word of 
praise for the training system th at enabled 
this same Muldoon to lift a physical 
wreck and dyspeptic ruin up to the full 
vigor of health and 
bodily 
strength. 
T his is w hat is complained of, that slog­ 
ging, brutal man-beating, mere gross en­ 
durance in the ring, is not boxing; *it is 
not “the m anly art of self-defense.” 
N ot 
one-half the sloggers who give brutish 
bruising matches and call about them the 
rift-rafl'of society, are boxers, or can stand 
toe to toe w ith a contestant and “scientifi­ 
cally” demonstrate the a rt of defending 
th e vital parts from assault; or so box 
w ith blackened gloves as to indicate a 
blow delivered only by the mark left, that 
testifies to the “touch” made. 
T hat is to 
say, boxing is to prize-fighting w hat fenc 
ing w ith its graces and fine points of honor 
is to deadly dueling with the rapier, or 
small sword, or buttonleas foil. 
Boxing— 
not mere brutal slogging—boxing as the 
art of defense, unmans no man to under­ 
stand i t ; it is a legitim ate part of the 
curriculum 
of 
well-conducted 
gym na­ 
siums, and ought to be of well-conducted 
academies and colleges. 
But when the 
art is dragged down to the level of the 
prize-ring, is employed neither in defense 
of honor, person, virtue nor the weak, but 
is made mere money getting and rib- 
smashing to satisfy a morbid taste, it be­ 
comes brutal and the exhibitions of it are 
all brutish. 
“ I)r.” Muldoon is too intelligent an 
athlete to wish to be understood as saying- 
th a t cigarette smoking and effeminacy and 
physical degeneracy are best counteracted 
and eradicated by slogging, or that they 
are to be lessened by the exhibitions of 
the prize ring, or the face-smashing dis­ 
plays th a t for coin are protected by so- 
called “ athletic clubs.” 
We recall when 
Muldoon gave a short lecture in a theater 
in this city, illustrating how every muscle 
in the l>ody may by judicious exercise be 
made the servant of the will, w ith result­ 
ing health and liodily vigor. 
But we do 
not recall th at 
the wrestler at that 
tim e advised the cultivation of the prize 
ring as a means to the end, or that he 
championed the modern pugilist as the 
apostle of reform among the puny-bodied. 
A ll this discussion about Muldoon, it 
m ust be understood, has very little rele­ 
vancy to that individual as a person ; it 
relates to him only so far as his success as 
a trainer has proved anew the {>ossibilities 
th a t lie w ithin a _ strict, well-ordered 
dietary, and a pro[>erly projwrtioned course 
of exercise when applied to the m an of 
well developed hotly and vital organs. But 
there is infinite value in the discussion 
apart from Muldoon, from the fact th at it 
’ involves all th at there is of redeeming 
quality in the slogging craze of the day, 
and calls attention to what may lie done 
for the race by proper physical culture. 
For >t must be confessed that of late years 
we have given but little attention, as a 
race, to the subject. 
It has been left for 
the most part to the T urner gymnasiums 
and the collegiate clubs and crews to study 
results in this direction through practice; 
the great mass of men plunging into busi­ 
ness with a spirit akin to madness, and 
neglecting the l>ody for the purse. 
W hat 
we w ant now and to retain, is general 
m oderate athletic practice; 
general ob­ 
servance cf the laws of development and 
strength ; and with these we will not need 
Dr. Brown-Sequard’s elixir to revitalize 
us in old age. 
For men who live rightlv, 
have lived to their full usefulness when age 
lays them upou the shelf of inactivity; 
6uch are content to accept the satisfactions 
and retrospects of their ‘many yeats, and 
finally— death. 


T h e exhibits are now being gathered 
for the new “California on W heels” travel­ 
ing exhibition, and the rooms of the State 
Board of Trade in San Francisco are vital 
w ith the note of preparation going on for 
th e placing of the examples of the pro­ 
ducts of the State in the cars prepared for 
them . 
T here is still a call, however, for 
further contribution®, and no fear is enter­ 
tained th a t they will be tco numerous. 
T his second wheeled exhibition is to 
occupy two cars while that now at the 
E ast is compressed into one. 
Spurred by 
the success of California in conveying the 
th e evidences of her capacity to the people 


of the East, Missouri has ju st entered 
upon a scheme of a sim ilar character to 
counteract the effort of this Slate to in ­ 
duce her people to em igrate westward. 
W e must expect these competitive exer­ 
tions. 
Florida entered the field against 
us last year, but with indifferent success. 
H e has now, however, so far recovered 
from the disaster of epidemic disease th at 
afHicted her and stayed the touridt current, 
that we may expect her to make a hercu­ 
lean effort to regain her place, and it is 
probably, therefore, th at a new Florida on 
W heels will he met by California in her 
proselyting endeavor. 


T ii e rather acrimonious contention go­ 
ing on between the chief cities of the East 
for the location of th e proposed W orld’s 
F air of 1892, ought to result in New York 
being chosen. 
I t is the commercial seat of 
the Nation, and more than any other 
community can contribute to the enormous 
fund th at must be raised. 
T he suggestion 
th at W ashington would be the proper loca­ 
tion is not wise for two reasons. 
The 
N ational capital is to witness in the same 
year the opening of T he Three Americas’ 
Perm anent Exhibition, the Board of Pro­ 
motion for which has already completed 
its prelim inary arrangements. 
The City of 
W ashington is not equal to the accommoda­ 
tion of the m ultitude th at may be reason­ 
ably expected to attend a W orld’s Fair, 
but is equal to the entertainm ent of the 
more lim ited number of visitors w ithin 
the year th at will attend T he Three 
Americas’ Exposition, since the latter is 
to l>e continued over a lengthened period. 


Sew ing, by a recent order of the author­ 
ities, is now in the course of instruction 
for girls in the common schools in San 
Francisco. I t is declared to be a success. So 
far as the willingness of the pupils to take 
hold of it is concerned, it probably is, 
but we contend th at it is a serious error to 
introduce it. 
For it is a catering to the 
tendency to attach to the school system 
remedies for defects of the home, th at do 
not relate to intellectuality. 
G irls should 
be taught to sew by th eir mothers, and at 
home. T hat there is neglect in this m atter 
by parents is 110 reason for loading down 
the schools w ith new features th at must 
withdraw- the scholar from the study of 
the English branches. 
W ith just as much 
reason cookery and all the housewifely arts 
may be added to th e common school course 
and the entire tim e of the girls in schools 
abandoned to the neglect of their studies. 


T i i e r e is m erit in the order of the Sec­ 
retary of the N avy th at hereafter when 
the flag of the nation is raised at morn 
and lowered at sunset in the nation, the 
representatives of the navy present shall 
face the colors and salute, and if bands are 
on the ships they shall greet the flag w ith 
the music of national airs. 
These cere­ 
monials are disciplinary, will daily renew 
the sentim ent of the flag, and impress 
more and more deeply respect for the 
symbol of our liberties. 
I t must have, 
also, an impressive efiect upon lookers on. 
I t is a simple and proper observance and 
th at the salutation to the flag should have 
so fallen into disuse as to necessitate this 
new order, proves the néed for it.

SOME WONDERFUL APPETITES. 


R e m a rk a b le S to rie s o f G lu tto n y A m o n e 
th e Y a k u ts. 
In his savage condition man, when he 
can get food, will eat till nature rebels, 
and he cannot contain more; indeed, it is 
one of the most unam iable traits of the 
savages th at, w hile they w ill cheerfully 
endure great hardships and privations 
from which there is no escape, they will 
on the other hand, eat to repletion when 
the opportunity presents. 
In violent con­ 
trasts, therefore, to the instances I have 
given of extrem e privation, I shall cite a 
few of just as rem arkable excess. 
The 
H ottentots, Bushmen and savage South 
Africau races generally are enormous glut­ 
tons. 
“Ten of them ,” says Barrow, “ate, 
in my presence, the whole of an ox all but 
the bind legs in three days, and three 
Bosjesmans th at accompanied my wagon 
devoured a sheep on one occasion in less 
than twenty-four hours.” 
In cold climates such feats as these 
would only he trifles, and Barry and Ross 
have recorded cases that, were they not 
well attested, would pass belief. 
Sir" E d­ 
ward Barry once tried the capacity of an 
Esquimau scarcely full grown, and this in­ 
teresting young savage contrived ¡11 twenty- 
four hours to devour four |x>unds four 
ounces of the raw, hard-frozen flesh of a 
seahorse, the same quantity of it boiled, 
one pound twelve ounces of bread and 
bread dust, a pint and a quarter of rich 
gravy soup, a tum bler of strong grog, three 
wineglasses of raw spirit, and nine pints of 
water. 
Sir John Itoss indeed believed 
that the daily rations of an Esquimau were 
twenty jtounds of flesh and blubber, but, in 
extenuation of so enormous a consumption 
as this the severity of the clim ate m ust be 
taken into account. 
Berhaps the most astonishing example 
of hum an gluttony recorded is th at l.y 
Captain Cochrane, on the authority of 
the Russian Admiral Saritehefl; who was 
told th at one of the Yakuts had consumed 
the hind quarter of a large ox in twentv- 
four hours, to g e th ^ with twenty pounds 
of fat and a proportionate quantity of 
melted butter. 
As the man had already 
gorged him self in this distressing fashion 
it hardly seemed possible th at he would be 
able to consume any m ore; hut the w orthv 
Russian Admiral, to test him, gave the 
savage a thick porridge of rice boiled with 
three (>oiinds of butter, weighing together 
twenty-eight pounds. 
The glutton sat 
down to this abundant banquet, although 
he had just partaken of breakfast, and 
w ithout stirring from the spot or showing 
any sign of inconvenience, got through the 
whole. 
Captain Cochrane adds that a 
good large, calf weighing 200 pounds, will 
just make a meal for four or live Yakuts 
and th at i.c has seen three ot them con­ 
sume a whole reindeer in one meal.

HOW THE MONEY IS BEING USED BY 
THE COMMISSION. 


Final Awards of the Last Half Million— 
Building Homes for the Homeless 
—Demand Denied. 


Sacramento was the first place on the 
Pacific coast to telegraph financial ai"3 to 
the sufferers by the terrible flood disaster 
at Johnstow n, Pa , ana altogether contrib­ 
uted a very respectable sum to the relief 
fund. It will doubtless be of interest to 
the m any contributors in this portion of 
the State to know just w hat the Relief Fund 
Commission is doing in the m atter of dis­ 
tributing the last half m illion appropria­ 
tion, which is explained i» a letter from J. 
B. Kremer, Secretary of the Commission, 
dated at H arrisburg, August 6th. The Sec­ 
retary says: 
A meeting of the State Flood Commis­ 
sion was held at Johnstow n 011 W ednes­ 
day, July 3lst. 
D uring the m orning a 
public session of the Commission was h4}d, 
and citizens desiring to address the Com­ 
mission were invited to do so. 
Under this 
invitation 
members of 
the Johnstow n 
School Board presented the interests of the 
public schools, and requested an appropri­ 
ation for the m aintenance of the schools 
tor the coming year. 
Cyrus Elder addressed the Commission 
regarding the needs of the Johnstow n Fire 
Departm ent, and certain questions of de­ 
tail in the executive work of relief. 
John McMillan spoke upon the house 
building work of the Commission, and the 
Rev. J. VV. Beale, D. D., pastor of the Pres­ 
byterian Church, and W. H. Rose, spokeof 
the popular objections to the methods of 
the Commission. 
The Commission found the work of dis­ 
tributing the last appropriation of $500,0U0 
progressing, and made further arrange­ 
ments towards pushing the distribution of 
money with all possible care and dispatch. 
The present distribution was begun upon 
the registration and award of the Johns­ 
town Board of Inquiry, which was be­ 
lieved to be a complete system, at least so 
far as supplying a register of all claimants. 
Although this registration had been made 
with m uch labor and care, over eleven 
hundred new claims have arisen as the 
paym ents of the present distribution have 
proceeded. There being no bar of lim ita­ 
tion to claims, justice to needy sufferers 
has compelled 
attention to these new 
claimants; this, and the apparent need for 
a review of •many of the decisions pre­ 
viously made by the Board of Inquiry, has 
compelled some delay which was not an­ 
ticipated. 
It is, however, the judgm ent of 
the Commission that the balance of the 
half million of dollars now under appro­ 
priation will be in the hands of the recip­ 
ients in a very short time. 
The Commission has already shown its 
appreciation of the work of the local com­ 
mittees in Johnstow n by accepting their 
system and figures as the'basis of the first 
money distribution, and it desires to still 
avail of all possible local help in the farther 
and final distribution of money relief. 
This distribution the Commission is ex­ 
tremely anxious to m ake at the earliest 
possible date in such a m anner as to correct 
any inequalities of the earlier awards. To 
promote this end a committee has been 
created and direcied to reportwproniptly 
upon the experience gained in the first dis­ 
tribution J tb a t a plan may be sptedily 
formulated for the final awards. 
Tüe Commission is expected to meet 
m any theories of distribution inconsistent 
with the principles which 
have 
been 
adopted for its guidance, and is also com 
peiled to deny m any dem ands for relief 
and indem nity which do not accord with 
those principles. 
These brief hinfs will show the extreme 
difficulty, both theoretical and practical, 
that surrounds the adm inistration of the 
trust confided to the Commission. It is 
seeking with energy, and the best intelli­ 
gence it can command, to execute the will 
of the donors of the great flood relief fund 
in the shortest possible time. 
The construction of 200 more of the 
larger houses was authorized, and measures 
were taken to rapidly complete 
those 
already under contract. 
The appropriation asked for by the Board 
o f Education did not appear to the Com­ 
mission as coming within the principles of 
its adm inistration. 
The request, there­ 
fore, was not granted. 
A resolution was adopted asking the 
various committees throughout the coun­ 
try still holding funds donated for the re­ 
lief of the flood sufferers in Pennsylvania, 
who may desire to use the Flood Commis­ 
sion as Ihe channel for their disburse­ 
ments, to signify the same to the H on. 
Jam es A. Beaver, Governor of the State of 
Pennsylvania and President of the State 
Flood Commission, at an eariy day. 
It is 
necessary that the Commission 
should 
know prom ptly the extent of its resources. 


ELECTRIC 
TRANSIT. 


S u g g e stio n s a s to W h a t M ay b e D o n e in 
th e N e a r F u tu re . 
[From the Boston Herald ] 
Assuming the commercial success of the 
use of electricity as a motive power for 
running street cars, it seems to us th at the 
tim e is soon coming when not only w hat is 
called the rapid transit problem w ill in 
this way receive a satisfactory solution, hut 
also a settlem ent will be given to some of 
the now vexed social problems which 
spring out of the congestion of population 
w ithin the narrow lim its of a great citv. 
There is clearly no need of crowding peo­ 
ple together in tenem ent houses, provided 
a means can be found of giving them am ­ 
ple room to live in w ithin reasonable dis­ 
tance of those places where thev carry 011 
their daily work. 
At the present tim e a 
verv considerable number of those who are 
employed in the workshops, stores and 
offices of this city live either in the 
suburban wards of the city or in some of 
its sum m nding towns ; but" the num ber of 
those so living would be greatly increased 
if the country w ithin a circuit of ten miles 
of the Citv H all could lie reached in a rel­ 
atively short tim e and at a small expense. 
_ Settlem ents are ap t to grow up in the 
immediate neighborhood of the suburban 
stations of our various railway lines, and 
the demand for land in the vicinity of 
these is sufficiently intense to carry the 
price up, and prevent those of Humble 
means from buying land and owning home­ 
steads. 
Between station®, or a mile or two 
distant from them, there are in most in­ 
stances large quantities of land which 
could't* purchased at very low prices; but 
ihe obstacle in the way of the purchase of 
land so located by those who are compelled 
to come each day to the city to earn their 
living is th at the tim e occupied in going 
to and coming from work, and the in ­ 
convenience in supplying daily wants, 
more than offset the cheapness of the land, 
and i's desirability as the place upon 
which to build a house and bring up a 
family. 
Now, it seems to us th a t it is the future 
destiny of electricity to make such loca­ 
tions as these—and in quantity of land 
they are of enormous 
extent—readily 
available to those who would benefit by 
purchasing them. 'T h a t is, it seems to us 
th at the tim e is soon coming when the 
companies which own the steam railroad 
lines leading out of Bostou will find it for 
their benlit to construct one or more elec­ 
tric street railways from each of their 
suburban stations. 
These railways can he 
built out into the country at each station, 
two or three miles on each side of the 
track, at a relatively small cost. 
Motive 
¡tower can lie supplied to them from a cen­ 
tral sialion located at the point in Boston 
which would lie most convenient to the 
company; while the cost of maintenatíce 
would lie practically confined to one, or at 
most two, men for each ear which was put 
in service, with such few electricians as 
m ight he found necessary. 
The company 
could then arrange to run these cars in 
connection with its regular tra in s; in 
short, at a relatively small expense, these 
companies could extend their systems, so 
far as the traus|>ortalion of passengers was 
concerned, several miles on each side of 
their tracks. 
The electric railroad would he simply 
an extension wf the regular road. 
The 
passenger leaving the main station at Bos­ 
ton would lie carried first t« the suburban 
station and then, by an immediately con­ 
necting electric c a r’ to w ithin a short dis­ 
tance of his horut^ which m ight be two 
miles or more from the suburban station, 
and this in a short spate of tim e and by 
commutation tickets at a low price. 
In 
this way the railroad companies would add 
immensely to their suburban patronage, 


and, by the very immensity of the traffic, 
could afford to do it at w hat would seem 
to be exceedingly low prices. 
Anyone 
who will but ride through the district we 
have referred to, w ithin the circuit line of ¡ 
ten miles from Boston, going up h ill and ' 
down-hill, across thousands of acres of un­ 
occupied land, will quickly appreciate the 
force of w hat we have been saying, and 
the great advantage th at would unques­ 
tionably result both to the railroads and 
to their patrons by improvements of this 
kind.

OCEANS CP MILK. 


E s tim a te o f O n e o f th e G re a t I n d u s tr ie s 
o f T h is C o u n try . 
“ T h ereare$2.000,500,000invested in the 
dairy badness in this country,” said a citi­ 
zen 
with a jir e d ilection for statis'ics. 
“ T hat amounVis almost double the monev 
inve ted in banking and commercial in ­ 
dustries. 
It is estim ated th at it requires 
15,000,000 cows to supply the demand for 
milk and its products in the U nited Stat*s. 
To feed these cows 60,000,000 acres of laud 
a e under cultivation. 
The agriculture 
and dairy m achinery and implements in 
use are worth $200,000,000. 
The men em­ 
ployed in the business number 750,000, and 
the horses over 1,000,000. 
The cows and 
horses consume annually 30,000,000 tons 
of hay and nearly 90,(MX),000 bushels of 
corn meal, almut tiie same amount of oat­ 
meal, 275,000,000 bushels of oat®, 2,000,000 
bushels of bran, and .30.000,000 bushels of 
corn, to say nothing of the hrcweiy grains, 
sprouts and other questionable feed of va­ 
rious kinds that are used to a great ex­ 
tent. 
It costs $450,000,000 to feed these 
cows and horse®. 
The average price paid 
to the laborer necessary in the dairy busi­ 
ness is probably $20 a month, am ounting 
to $180,000,000 a year. 
“ The average cow yields about 450 gal­ 
lons of m ilk a year, which gives a total 
product of 6,750,000,000 gallons. 
Twelve 
cents a gallon is a fair price to estim ate the 
value of the milk at a total return to the 
dairy farmers of $810,000,000, if they sold 
all their n rlk as milk. 
But fifty per cent, 
of the milk is made into cheese and but­ 
ter. 
It takes twenty-seven pounds of milk 
to make one pound of butter, and about 
ten pounds to make one pound of cheese. 
There is the same am ount of nutrition in 
eight and one-half pounds of milk th at 
there is in one pound of beef. 
A fat steer 
furnishes fifty per cent, of boneless beef, 
hut it would require about 28,000,000 
steer.®, weighing 1,500 pounds each, to pro­ 
duce the same amount of nutrition as the 
annual milk product does.”

'Frisco’s Jonah has at last departed, and 
the long string of defeats is broken. 
B ut it was a m ighty close shave for the 
visitors, and came w ithin an ace of being 
twelve straight. 
Joe Shea picked up a mangy, one-eyed 
cur on the trip up from the Bay, and in it 
he im m ediately recognized a mascot.

the American Sabbath Union, spoke at the 
Clunie Opera Hon9e yesterday afternoon 
to an audience of about 120 persons, about 
one half of whom were gentlemen and the 
other half ladies and children. The rever­ 
end gentleman is m aking a campaign in 
behalf of w hat he calls a “civil Sabbath.” 
The idea is to get up petitions to Congress, 
asking that body to enact laws to prevent 
the transmission and handling of mails on 
Sunday, and to close all departm ents of the 
Government service on that d a y : also to 
have the several State Legislatures pass 
laws enforcing a general observance of 
Sunday “as a day of rest.” 
Mr. Crafis ex­ 
plained : “ The American Sabbath Union 
is a union of true Americans of all sections 
to preserve the Sabbath as a day of rest and 
worship. The right arm of cur Union's 
work is to promote the religious Sabbath, 
the left arm is topreserve thecivil Sabbath. 
These two things, the Christian Sabbath on 
the one hand, the American Sabbath on 
the other, are as distinct as my two arm s 
that resemble and co-operate, and yet are 
by no means the same. 
"Such a distinction is itself the best 
answer to most of the difficulties that good 
men find in Sunday laws. The religious 
Sabbath treats Sunday work and dissipa­ 
tion as sins against God; the civil Sabbath 
considers them only as crimes against man. 
Of the Ten Comma’ndments, there are sev­ 
eral which forbid the same things as are 
forbidden in the laws of our land—murder, 
theft, adultery, false witness. Sunday work 
—but, while religion forbids these things 
as sins against God, the State 
forbids 
them only as crimes against m an. 
In other 
countries where church and State are 
mixed and in our own country in other 
days the ground of Sunday laws was not 
always perceived; but in recent years legis­ 
lation on this subject has been based, not 
on God’s will, but on ‘the general welfare.’ 
A homely illustration or two will make 
this point clear, A shrewd Iowa farmer 
put up in his melon patch this sign : 
‘Boys, do not touch these melons, for they 
are green, acd God sees you.’ Thechurch 
forbids 8undav work añd dissipation be­ 
cause God sees and will punish, but the 
State forbids them only because they are 
unhealthy to the body politic as well as to 
the individual, physically and morally. 
W earepushing,” contiuued the speaker, 
“ this petition against Sunday mails, against 
Sunday work in the m ilitary service of the 
Government, in interstate commerce, and 
in the District of Columbia and the T erri­ 
tories—in short, a petition which asks Cjn- 
gress to supplem ent the laws oi the States 
in this m atter by giving Sunday rest to all 
who are under the jurisdiction of the Gen­ 
eral Government. 
This petition is the 
largest ever presented to any Government, 
representing an arm y of ten millions of pe­ 
titioners, besides the Cardinal of the Cath­ 
olic Church, whose name weighs much in 
legislative halls, whatever it counts. 
La­ 
bor organizations with a total membership 
of half a million, have taken distinct action 
indorsing the petition. 
The petition is, 
therefore, not only the largest ever gath­ 
ered. but unique also in being the only one 
in which labor organizations and churches 
of all creeds have generally united. I hold 
in my hand a saw which I brought from 
Nazareth, with other tools, such as Christ 
used when he there toiled as a working­ 
man at his trade. 
In presenting this peti­ 
tion to the Knights of Labor I held up this 
saw as an ancient badge of knighthood in 
labor, rem inding them that no one who ap­ 
preciated the story of Christ could despise 
honest toil in him self or any other m an. 
And I say to you w h atl didnotsay tothem , 
that the church that w&9 founded by a car­ 
penter ought never to be out of sym pathy 
with the true interests of workingmen. 
"As to the Sunday mails, Toronto and 
London are the two witnesses that swiftly 
answers all the objections. In both of these 
cities those who handle the wealth of the 
com m unity in the mails have long been 
given their Sunday rest with no em bar­ 
rassment, either in cases of sickness or in 
emergencies of business—the Saturday and 
Monday telegrams taking the place of Sun­ 
day mail. 
“The second objection, that the proposed 
Sunday law is unconstitutional, aa objec­ 
tion made equally against State Sunday 
laws, is quickly answered by stating the 
fact that the Supreme Courts of all the 
States in which the m atter has been tested 
have declared Sunday laws constitutional. 
But as the objection is raised anew, it is 
well to recall the grounds upon which these 
decisions have been based. The objectors 
always quote the article of the Constitution 
that prohibits Congress ‘to m ake a law re­ 
garding an establishm ent of religion.’ The 
word ‘establishm ent’ is a historic word of 
no doubtful interpretation. 
W hen it was 
written into the Constitution, there was in 
Europe, as there is to-day, the custom of 
selecting a single sect and supporting it by 
the State, which also appointed its officers. 
“ A Sunday law, in order to come under 
this prohibition, would need to require the 
support of ministers of religion and their 
political appointm ent, which no advocate 
of Sunday legislation proposes or desires. 
But the latter part of this nrovision, which 
requires that Congress shall m ake no lawn 
interfering with the free exercise of re­ 
ligion does have a bearing upon Sunday 
laws 
W hen 
Congress ordered Sunday 
work in the m ail service, CoDgress itself 
broke this constitutional provision, for it 
made it forever after impossible, by tbis 
irreligious test, for men devoted to the 
church and unw illing to give up its serv­ 
ices. and conscientious about doing Sunday 
work, to hold position in this largest de­ 
partm ent of the public service. 
“ Yet more fundam ental is the objection 
that this Sunday law is inconsistent w ith 
liberty. W hen Cam’oyses invaded Egypt, 
knowing that they worshiped cats, he had 
each soldier in the front rank of his ermy 
take in his left hand, in the place of a 
shield, a sacred cat. The Egyptians dared 
not strike lest they should kill a god, and 
so the invaders conquered them w ithout a 
blow. 
We are being invaded by an arm y 
of Continentals who detire to break down 
our institutions in the interests of their 
own lusts, and who march in upon us with 
our sacred word, ‘Liberty,’ as their shield. 
They offer themselves as" teachers of liberty 
to Americaus. 
As usual in such cases w'e 
ask these professors of libertv, • W here did 
you graduate? W ho was your teacher?' 
i hey answer, ‘Bismarck.’ 
Now we under­ 
stand what they mean by personal liberty, 
the liberty ot Bismarck, the liberty of one 
person to do what he likes regardless of the 
rights of all below him . 
The reversed 
‘Bismarcks’ who came to this country be­ 
lieve in personal liberty, that is. liberty of 
one person to do what he likes regardless 
of the rights of all above him . 
We believe 
in popular liberty, the liberty of the whole 
people, and the liberty of each person ouly 
so far as it is consistent w ith the liberties 
of others. The circle is a symbol not ot 
eternity only, but also of liberty. Personal 
liberty is the space within a circle bounded 
on all sides sm oothly by the rights oi 
others." 
The sppaker said that New Orleans had 
tried the Seventh Day Adventist plan of the ( 
lawless Sunday and tired of it three years 
■go. H e went on to demonstrate how the 
Seventh Day Adventists could be brought 
into harm ony with other denominations 
on ihe Sunday question, and suggested 
that they be taken on excursions by ocean 
until they crossed the Sunday line (the 
ISOth degree), and when brought back 
again they would be observing the Chris- 
tiau Sunday, instead of Saturday, and it 
would be all the same to them . The pro­ 
posed national Sunday rest law, at the 
utmost, would not affect more than one 
thousand of these Seventh Day people, as 
they cannot be in the mail and military 
service and interstate commerce, and vet 
keep Saturday, and the further jurisdiction 
o. the law is only in the District of Col­ 
umbia and the Territories, in which very 
few of them jeside. 
“ There is a question of conscience,” said 
the speaker, “ involved in tbis matter. 
It 
is a question of 2,000,090 people—as m snv 
as were delivered from King Geotge by the 
revolution—who are now in a more serious 
bondage, the Sunday slavery of king greed, 
working on the Sabbath with uneasy con­ 
science. At Yorktown, in the very shadow 
of the m onum ent that celebrates the close 
ot the revolution, I asked a colored man 
who was in charge of the adjoining farm, 
pointing to a hole in the chim ney, evi 
dently made by grape or caniste.. ' Was 
that, none in tbis ia?i war or in the revolu­ 
tion ?’ H e answered, ‘ I don’t know ; how 
long ago was the resolution ?’ 
There was 
a e >od deal of resoiu’iun in the revolution, 
otherwise the barefooted soldier* of Valley 
Forge would not have trod in trium ph the 
fields of Yorktown. 
Victory eauie not by 


separate States by the running of mail 
trains on Sunday. 
. 
From the origin of the history of man, 
he asserted, the main track down to the 
present day has been the seventh day of 
the week for rest and worship. A few sects 
have switched off on side-tracks, but they 
ate mostly back again. 
A ny m an, he said, who observes Satur­ 
day as a day of rest, complies with the 
fourth comm andment, but in this country 
the majority want to observe Sunday, an3 
the will of the m ajority should be legalized 
and enforced. California is the only State 
in the Union w ithout a civil Sabbath, and 
the people should see to it that the Legis­ 
lature brings her into the fold. California 
is the hotbed of the continental Sabbath in 
America. This is a great 8tate in climate, 
in commerce and wealth. 
W hy should 
she not be one of the leadiDg States in 
character. 
The speaker concluded by stating that on 
a trip through K street yesterday, from 
Sixth to Second, and ihence to the depot, 
he counted 123 places of business open, 
and only 26 that were closed.

of the merchants are doing seven days’ 
work 
for 
six 
days’ 
pay. 
W ithout 
any 
law 
on 
the 
subject, the 
citi­ 
zens should ci«ulate 
a petition to all 
business men to close on S unday; and 
thus, while 
getting rest by voluntary 
means, they would be accum ulating m a­ 
terial for a Sunday law. 
It was announced that a State convention 
of Sunday law advocates would be held in 
San Francisco next Thursday eveniug, and 
a long list of Sacramento delegates thereto 
was read and indorsed by the audience.

Thom as L. Acock denies the statem ent 
that he expressed the opinion, from what 
he observed, that the woman did the shoot­ 
ing, and that she was lying upon the tb o r 
when he entered the place. The opinion 
that he did form, though, was that a third 
party did the shooting, instead of either 
H enning or the woman. 
Mrs. Shellars, he 
says, was sitting in a chair when he en­ 
tered, and on the floor, ju3t beside the 
chair, lay the pistol with which the shoot­ 
ing had been done. 
Directly across the 
room—some distance from the woman— 
lay 
H enning upon 
the 
floor.

the positions of th e' two persons, he

probable 
that the man did it.

The third party he says m ight be 
Mr3. H enning, as he once heard that she 
threatened to kill both her husband and 
the Shellars woman. 
Mr. Acock was one 
of the first persons in the place after the 
tragedy, and states that three others fol­ 
lowed close at his heels. 
As soon as he 
saw the condition of the woman, he advised 
that stim ulants be given her. 
Instead of 
this the others gave her ice water. 
The woman open her eves and said : “Is 
he dead?” 
“ Y es, too dead to skin,” was Acock’s re­ 
ply. 
A special 
policeman 
or 
watchman, 
named Goods, was also an early arrival. 
W hen he saw the pistol on the floor he 
m ade haste to pick it up. 
Mr. Acock ad­ 
vised the over zealous individual that he 
had better not disturb anything until the 
Coroner arrived. Goods, w ith a swagger, 
said: “ I’m an officer, I am; I know w hat I’m 
doing.” 
H e then began m eddling w ith the 
body of HenniDg, changing the position of 
the arm s, and the like. 
Acock rem on­ 
strated again, but m et with another state­ 
m ent of “ I ’m an officer,” etc.

T h re e Sw ift S tea m ers C o m p etin g B e tw ee n 
Q u een sto w n an d N ew Y ork. 
London, August 11th.—The ccean racers 
started oil in fine style from Queenstown 
on Thursday. W e m ust now wait until 
the result is cabled from New York. Thou­ 
sands of pounds are laid in private betting 
here, principally by Americans abroad, 
who take a great interest in the race. 
Sin­ 
gularly enough all offer large odds in favor 
of the City of New York against the Teu­ 
tonic. 
In a group ol Americans in the 
Metropolitan 
Hotel smoking-room 
last 
night, one offered £100 to £10 against the 
Teutonic, and the oiler was increased to 
any am ount in like proportion that the 
Teutonic would never beat the City of 
Paris’ record. This gentleman was on the 
Teutonic on her trial trip to Portsm outh 
and based his bets on engineers’ talk. 
Steamboatmen, who watched the Teutonic 
during her run down to Portsm outh, say 
that while she is a splendid vessel, it is not 
in her to equal the City of Paris’ speed. 
The Inm an people claim that the City of 
Paris has not shown yet what she really 
can do do, and say that before the season is 
over she will lower her present record at 
least ten hours. The City of New York, 
the City of Rome and tbe Teutonic left 
Mersey alm ost at the 
sam e tim e and 
steamed down to Queenstown in sight of 
one another. The City of Rome arrivea 
there first, the City of New York second 
and the Teutonic last. In getting away 
from Queenstown for the open sea the Teu­ 
tonic was two hours behind the others, be­ 
cause she had to wait for the mails. The 
City of New York had only two sacks of 
m ail special, mailed by people who had 
faith in her gelling out first, while the 
Teutonic carried 700 m ail bags. 
The tim e of each Eleamer leaving Queens­ 
town was : The City of Rome, 10 a. m ; the 
City of New York, 1:30 r. m , and the Teu­ 
tonic, 2:05 p. m. Thev all left amid im ­ 
m ense cheering by the crowd on shore. 
W hen tbe Teutonic was fairly oil she 
plunged through the sea at full bpeed after 
ibe two vessels ahead of her, which were 
flyirg westward, and the way the foam 
was firing from her bows increased some­ 
w hat ihe faith in her. There is no doubt 
that the commanders will force the utm ost 
speed out of each vessel. 
The Teutonic carried 218 saloon and 55S 
steerage passengers and a crew of 332 
hands, m aking 1,13S. Aboard the City of 
New Y ork there were 350 cabin and '700 
steerage passengers, about the same as the 
Teutonic* with such firemen as they have 
been able to get during the strike. Tbe 
engineers will not be able to get the same 
speed out of the ships as though they had 
old hands. 
Sir Brougham Lock, Governor of Vic­ 
toria, and his family. Sir Lyon Playfair 
and wife, the Countess of Selkirk, tbe Dow­ 
ager Counttss of Shrewsbury and Victoria 
Vokes arc ou the City of New York. Sir 
Julian Go!d*mid,

“I was on board the Teutonic,” said De­ 
pew to the World correspondent, “ when 
the Em peror came over the side. I met 
him once before in Tyrol, with his grand­ 
father, when the chances of his becoming 
Em peror seemed very remote. I thought 
him then a m anly, self-possessed young 
fellow. 
Now he looks every inch an E m ­ 
peror in all that that word m eans from a 
m odern or mediaeval 
standpoint. 
He 
looked, as far as the nineteenth century 
conditions would perm it, what Frederick 
the Great might have been in his century. 
H is sole idea seems to be m ilitarism on 
land and sea for the protection of the Ger­ 
m an Em pire and the m aintenance of its 
nnity power. 
“H e has taken very careful sotes of one 
of the greatest naval m ilitary displays the 
world has ever seen—an array of urm am eut 
which was intended to astonish him and 
show him the value of England as an ally 
and her danger as an enemy. 
"Y ou should have seen him look at those 
new cannon which firp twelve shots a m in­ 
ute on the Teutonic. 
He exam ined them 
inside and out. Turning to an officer at 
his side he said emphatically, ‘We m ust 
have those guns and quick, too.' 
H e lis­ 
tened with mild interest to the description 
of the fine cabins and luxurions accommo­ 
dations for passengers, b at what he wanted 
to know all about was those twin screws— 
w hat they ccu’d do under pressure.” 
Among other things Depew discovered 
during his Portsm outh visit, he says, was 
that there was a growing sentim ent over 
here that the United States was spoiling ¡or 
a fight with somebody and would rather 
prefer England than anybody else.
